Serious strikes and bread riots have 
occurred at Madrid and at Araujuez, 
the site of the royal residence of Spain 
in Newcastle, there having been mani¬ 
festations before the Town Hall, the 
windows of which have been broken, 
and many arrests have been made. 
The municipal authorities have re¬ 
signed, owing to their inability to sup¬ 
press the disturbances, and martial law 
has been proclaimed. Later re-enforce¬ 
ments of police were sent to Aranjuez 
from Madrid and steps have been 
taken to restore older.

MEASURES BRAIN ACTIVITY. 

What Prof. Shield. Accomplishes by 
His Wonderful IHscovcry. 

Dr. T. F. Shields, Fh. D., professor 
of biology at St. Fa id's seminary, has 
construeted an apparatus by which lie 

§ can measure the de¬ 
gree of mental ac- 

vanee Is not easy of 
description, and it 
could not possibly 
lie described in lan¬ 
guage that the lay¬ 
man would under- 
t. e. shields. stand. And a civil 
engineer, or anybody else who was not 
j at once a philosopher and a master of 
physics, would be lost in the maze of 
! tubes and valves that enter into Its 
! construction. The glass cylinder that 
j hangs over the chair is the tirst thing 
to attract attention, for it is there that 
the experimenter and the subject get 
together. The left arm of the subject 
is bared well up to the shoulder. A 
rigid rubber clnsp that tits about the 
upper arm is connected by a couple of 
light rods to another smaller clasp that 
tits about the wrist. The arm is coated 
with vaseline, for it is to remain in 
; water for an hour or more, and a por¬ 
tion of it is covered with a thin rubber 
band. The fingers are encased In a 
glove and a rubber band that passes 
between the thumb and the index ringer 
i completes the provision for holding the 
limb practically rigid. The arm is 
thrust up to the elbow into the cylinder, 
and by an elaborate combination of 
j clamps and bandages is fixed there, 
, and the end of the cylinder hermetical¬ 
ly sealed about the arm with rubber 
connections that do not unduly com¬ 
press the limb but make a perfectly 
tight Joint. The proposition is to deter¬ 
mine the flow of b’ood under certain 
conditions by the increase or diiuiuul- 
tion of the volume of the arm. The 
subject is placed In the easiest possible 
position while the experiment is going 
on, for a strained position, or an effort 
to ease the arm. would result in blood 
flow, and the volume of the arm would 
change without the volition subject be¬ 
ing able to help it. It was this difficul¬ 
ty that stod in the path of the Euro¬ 
pean scientists who endeavored to get 
1 the results that I>r. Shields lias got. 
Tlie subject is permitted to remain 
quiet for some ten or fifteen minutes, 
and his mind reduced to a passive 
state by the usual methods, such as lis¬ 
tening to and counting the ticking of a 
clock. His condition is just removed 
from that of sleep. an,l that is all. He 
has even been allowed to go to sleep, 
and the workings of the mind observed 
then. 

The arm being in position, a quantity 
of water that has been determined to 
a nicety is allowed to flow into t lie cyl- 
l iuder, and the air is permitted to es¬ 
cape, so that there shall be no undue 
pressure on the limb. A small disk 
that Is hollowed out and a piece of rub¬ 
ber placed over the hollow, is placed 
over the diaphragm of the subject, and 
this is connected with the automatic 
register by a rubber tube and registers 
; tlie variations in the respirations of the 
subject.

The Southern Kxrhange. 

For some reason the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Frnit Exchange is not accom¬ 
plishing ns much this year for the 
citrus growers ns had been anticipated, 
says the Oakland Tribune. It controls 
from 2,000 to 3,000 carloads of oranges, 
bnt not less than 8,000 carloads will 
lie shipped. The San Diego Union 
notes some of the causes of dissatisfac- 
■ tioti. “With one or two exceptions no 
provision is made by co-operative mar¬ 
keting organizations in California for 
furnishing any advances. This defect 
has kept many growers from joining 
j such associations. It has also been 
1 the oause of many withdrawals. It is 
this lack of any provision for tiding 
over its members that has been the 
great obstacle to the Fruit Exchange. 
It is unfortunate that steps were not 
taken long ago to remedy this defect. 

The Exchange might with advantage 
tako a lesson from the Fresno raisin 
growers. In former years they tried 
co-operation without any provision for 
making advances, and it was not a 
success. Then they talked of freezing 
out the weaker growers, but this plan 
happily was abandoned. Finally, 
they concluded to form an association 
which should care for its members and 
make advances to them when needod. 
The plan worked well, and the past 
season lias been a success. 

Southern California recently passed 
through one of the heaviest storms 
known for years. At San Diego and 
Coronado the shores were swept by the 
roughest seas ever experienced there. 
At Los Angolos snow fell in groater 
quantities than has been known for 
twenty years.
